THE BERLIN CONFERENCE.

Loxpon, July 3.—The agreement of the 
Berlin Conference regarding the Greek fron- 
tier constitutes almost a personal triumph for 
Sir Charles Dilke, whose chief reason for 
accepting his present post was his 
desire to promote a just settle 
ment of thé Greek claims, which he 
had long advocated as Chairman of the 
Greek Committee and otherwise. When he 
assumed office he induced Earl Granville and 
the rest of the Cabinet to leave the Greek ques- 
tion practically in his hands, It is intimated 
that the personal relations bet ween Sir Charles 
Dilke and Gambetta and their previous 
eodperation, insured the diplomatic harmony 
of France and England at the Berlin Confer- 
ence. Their accord secures Greece, not all 
she claimed or desired, but sufficient addi- 
tional territory, including Janina, to main- 


tain

Rail Falling Off. | 


The Grand Trunk Ohjects to Certain

as it does to-day. The world has moved on 


National violence, though not wholly curbed, 
has beerl subjected to restraining influences. 
Might has yielded to opinion, and the judg- 
ment of mankind has grown into an impor- 
tant factor in the law of nations. One hun- 
dred and four years ago the few feeble 
and scattered colonists of America, 
without arms, woney, or credit, de- 
manded of their Imperial rulers certain 
political rights and privileges. Theirdemand 
was certainly at that time far in advance of 
what the nations of the earth then recog- 
nized as pertaining to the condition of sub- 
jects, or consistent with the safety of Govern- 
ments. Popular liberty and the right of 
subjects to control Governments were not 
then acknowledged by any nation in the 
world. 

The Declaration of Rights and Liberties 
Ly the American Congress on the Fourth of 
July, 1776, was a new revelation to mankind. 
It was hooted at and despised by those who 
ruled by Divine right and by force, but the 
good seed sown by that Declaration has fruc- 
tified wonderfully since that memorable 
morning when the tidings of Independence 
was sounded at Philadelphia. 

What wonderful changes have been 
wrought in the politics and material condi- 
tion of the world since that time! While the 
infant Republic has grown as no other nation 
has ever grown; while the sparscly-settled 
provinees along the coast from Maine to 
Georgia have spread their jurisdiction across 
the continent; while Florida, Louisiana, 
Texas, California, and Alaska, far surpassing 
the area of the original colonies, have been 
added to the National Territory, and the 
whole become peopled by forty-eight millions 
of free, happy, industrious, and prosperous 
people; while the Republic has given per- 
sonal freedom and political: equality to four 
millions of human chattels, the Old World 
has been in an almost perpetual stage 
of- revolution. In the American Union 
alone have there been stabilityjand growta, 
prosperous increase, and natural expansion 
of territory by the acquisition of adjacent 
land first nationalized by an overflow of 
American population. 

In the 100 years during which the American 
Union has been growing in strength and 
wealth, and each day adding to the National 
stability, the changes in other lands have 
been of the greatest magnitude. The Ger- 
man Empire, which had come down a thou- 
sand years, abandoned a title it could no 
longer maintain, and sunk into the mere 
Austrian Government. Germany during 
that century passed through various changes. 
Divided up into numerous States, it passed 
under the rod of French.rule, was 
largely incorporated with France, then 
restored to quasi independent King- 
doms and States, and eventually, but 
not until within the last decade, has 
again been united under a new Imperial dy- 
nasty. The Scandinavian States have had 
their revolutions, their dismemberments, and 
their reorganization. France has had a suc- 
cession of widely-different conditions. The 
revolution of 1792, changed into a state of 
anarehy, succeeded by the military govern- 
ment of Napoleon, and thence falling into 
the toils of Imperialism. The succession of 
revolutions under the Bourbons, followed by 
the Republicanism and the Imperialism of 
Napoleon III., have in the end found rest 
in a Republic which seems te have a stabil- 
ity such as has been unknown in French 
Governments since the overthrow of despot- 
ism in 1700. Italy has been subjected to a 
long series of changes of dynasty and form 
of government, and has at last settled 
down in a united Kingdom. Spain has 
during that century been shorn of 
all her once extensive American pos- 
sessions, retaining Cuba alone. She, 
too, has had an almost constant suc- 
cession of civil wars and revolutions, includ- 
ing a short-lived Republic. The once power- 
ful Empire of Turkey has been practically 
dismembered, and exists only by sufferance 
and by the protection of Powers who know 
not what to do with her. In that same 
century Russia has risen to be a leading 
Power, but even her absolute despotism has 
been seriously shaken. The political revolu- 
tions of the century have included the Em- 
pires of China and Japan, opening those 
countries to the commerce of the world and 
leading to important changes in their political 
condition. 

Even the British Empire has not escaped 
the wonderful changes wrought by time 
since the American flag first challenged the 
recognition of the world. Great Britain 
has pushed her conquests far into the East, 
overcoming and subduing the comparative 
barbarians of India, but has lost her prestige 
aga military power. The policy of peace has 
taken the place of war, and the commerce 
and wealth of England, which have grown to 


such magnitude under this policy of peace, 


have led to the taunt that the British have 
degenerated into a nation of shopkeepers. 
The progress of the political world has, 
however, all been in the direction of human 
liberty and the elevation of mankind. In 
every nation of Europe except Russia rep- 
resentative and responsible government has 
taken the place of the absolutism which was 
nearly universal 100 years ago. The example 
of the American Republic has enlightened 
the world, and at this time our free institu- 
tions command the love and admira- 
tion as well as inspire the hopes 
of the great mass of civilized mankind. 
During this century, which bas shaken, over- 
turned, and liberalized the Governments of 
the Old World, our progress has been un- 
broken, continuous, and direct. The great 
peril to our country was the institution 
of human slavery, which we inherited from 
the past. That peril has been removed, and, 
though the removal was costly in and 
treasure, and the struggle was p d, 
still the Nation emerged from the War all 
the brighter, all the stronger, and all the 
more hopeful than was possible so long as 
slavery lasted. In the meantime the Repub- 
lic has become the harvest-field from which 
the world is to be supplied with food. Amer- 
ican bread and American meat are now sup- 


plied to the less favored inhabitants of other 


lands. Being cheaper, it is possible for 
other people to obtain and consume more 
of these necessaries of life than was 
possible under the comparative scant produc- 
tions of their native fields. On more than 
one occasion the people of this country have 
been able to give of their abundance to feed 
th&famine-stricken people of other countries. 

In surveying the history of the century of 
American Independence, the. growth from 
the small and weak beginning of 1776 to the 
power and grandeur of 1880, ahd comparing 
it with the century of revolution, of war, of 
changes of dynasty, of the mitigated but still 
strong rule of despotism all over the globe, 
the American people have infinit cause for

THE SMOKE NUISANCE AND THE RAII- 


ROADS. 

Now that a majority of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee have resolved to report favorably on 
the proposed ordinance for the suppression 
of the smoke nuisance, it is to be hoped that 
the Council will pass the ordinance prompt- 
ly. The whole matter has been canvassed 
thoroughly before the Committee. It has 
deen demonstrated that the amount of smoke 
can be materially reduced by proper ap- 
pliances and proper eare, and the health, 
comfort, and material welfare of the city de- 
mand that this possibility shall be made an 
actuality by ordinance. The only opposi- 
tion that has been shown to the ordinance 
has come from those who think it will in- 
volye some little additional expense to them- 
selves. These people are standing in their 
own light. Any additional expense of a 
smoke-consumer, or in the case of railroad 
locomotives of a new fire-box and the use of 
hard eoal or coke within the city limits, 
will be saved ten times over in the 
course of one year by the consumption 
of the smoke as fuel, and the reduc- 
tion in the amount of coal consumed. It 
is ridiculous to urge thatthe ordinance will 
be used to annoy the railroads by people who 
may entertain a grudge against them. If 
such an objection were permitted to govern 
police regulations and health ordinances, 
there would be no protection against public 
nuisances. The fact is, that the proposed 
ordinance, and the Health Officers acting 
under it, will assist the railroad managers in 
compelling their engineers to burn smoke 
and save fuel, and will thus be in the interest 
of the corporations as well as of the public 
generally. The law wiil not be valid if it 
exempt the railroad locomotives, nor should 
they be exempted. It cannot reasonably be 
maintained that this city should continue 
to suffer from a nuisance that destroys the 
good appearance of its costiy buildings and 
does an annual damage amounting to mill- 
ions of. dollars, in order to save the railroads 
the expense of g smoke-consumer or a new 
fire-box in each of their locomotives. Chi- 
cago will be the brighter, handsomer, and 
healthier, and the railroads will be the gain- 
ers, by the proposed abatement of the smoke 
nuisance. A common interest in the pros- 
perity and growth of Chicago should induce 
the managers of all railroads that centre 
here to encourage every movement which 
promises to make this city more attractive to 
people who live elsewhere. The smoke ordi- 
nance will contribute to this end in a greater 
degree just now than other practicable 
reform.

THE CRIMINAL LAWS OF ILLINOIS. 

Some days since Tux Trisvune directed 
the attention of its readers to the speedy trial 
and conviction ef theman who murdered 
the Hon. George Brown in Canada, and con- 
trasted that case with the slow processes and 
doubtful result of a hypothetical case of the 
same kind in this city. A correspondent 
wlio properly appretiates the necessity for 
the prompt and efficient prosecution of crim- 
inals in this State deres to know how such 
a result can be obtail The obvious an- 
swer ig: to reform the criminal laws m such 
manner as to cut off the existing expedients 
for delaying and deféating justice. This is 
the business for the Legislature. So long as 
the laws shall render indefinit postponement 
of criminal prosecutions practicable, it is eer- 
tain that the use of money and the influence 
of sentimentalists will avail to embarrass the 
administration of: justice and the protection 
of life and property. 

The most obvious improvement that can 
be made in the criminal code of Lilinois is an 
amendment of the present law providing for 
a change ot venue. As the law now stands, 
any criminal, with the aid of two friends or 
hired perjurers, can select for his trial any 
one of the eight Judges who sit in the Crim- 
inal Court of this county by making affidavit 
that all the others are prejudiced against 
him. This facility for delay is made avail- 
able in almost every conspicuous case of 
crime, It serves frequently to postpone the 
trial of a murder case for months, and some- 
times for years. The practice of our Judges 
is to sit in the Criminal Court in rotation, 
taking three months each. It thus requires 
about two years to complete the list of 
Judges. By properly timing the selection of 
a Judge, and counting upon the individual 
delays of the necessary transfer from the 
Cireuit or Superior Court to the Criminal 
Court, a shrewd attorney can pretty surely 
postpone his client’s trial until publie in- 
terest in the case shall subside and the prose- 
cuting Witnesses shall grow indifferent, or 
be run off, or die a natural death. 
Justice has been chéated more frequently 
in this way than in any other. No code 
of morals and no theory of mercy warrants 
the placing of such an advantage in the 
hands of the lawless and vicious to be used 
against society. The provision is not neces- 
sary to secure a fair trial to the accused, and 
it has been demonstrated to be a standing 
impediment to the exeeution of the laws. 

A second change in the criminal code that 
would assist in the speedier and surer pun- 
ishment of murderers and other criminals is 
such modification of the Jury law as will not 
necessarily exclude men of intelligence and 
character from sitting in the jury-box. As 
it is now, any man who reads and keeps up 
with the events of his time may be prevented 
by a criminal’s attorney from sitting in judg- 
ment, The law seems to proceed upon the 
false and vicious theory that intelligence and 
information lead to prejudice and promote 
injustice. The reverse of this proposition is 
the truth. Ali that should be required of a 
juryman is that he shall be in a frame of 
mind to listen impartially to the evidence pro- 
duced at the trial, and make up a verdict upon 
the facts thus presented. The man who can 
and does read the newspapers Is, as a rule, 
vastly better prepared to discharge this duty 
intelligently and faithfully than the man who 
cannot read or does not keep himself in- 
formed as to current events. The cause of an 
innocent man accused of crime is much safer 
in charge of an intelligent jury than when 
committed to ignorant men who are ruled by 
prejudice and subject to outside influences, 
and the cause of public safety and public 
morality demands that the community shall 
have a similar protection in the case of the 
guilty. 

Another contradiction of the criminal code 
of Illinois is the provision which makes the 
jury the judge of both the law and the facts. 
The jury, composed of ‘laymen, should deal 
with the evidence that comes before them, 
and with nothing else; and they shqild make 
up their verdict according to the facts as

There is something manifestly incongruous 
about making twelve men who are not law- 
yers the judges of the law, and thus placing 
their ignorance above the learning of the man 
who sits upon the Bench, and has been se- 
lected for that place because he is believed to 
know what the law is. 

These are a few of the more urgent re- 
forms that should be inaugurated in the 
prosecution of criminals in the interest of 
public safety. None of roposed changes 
would deprive an acc nof the right 
of free and equa! justice ranteed to him 
by the Constitution. Indeed; the Constitu- 
tion expressly provides for “a speedy public 
trial by an impartial jury of the county or 
district in which the offense is alleged to have 
been committed.“ This provision is practi- 
cally nullified by the devices and hindrances 
which are provided by some of our criminal 
laws and improved by criminal lawyers to 
defeat justice, and thus encourage crime. A 
new Legislature is to be elected this 
fall, and the revision of the criminal code 
should be one of the pledges required from 
the candidates of both parties. The Citizens’ 
Association of this city cannot do a better 
work for the community than by taking this 
matter in charge. They should place them- 
selves in communication with influential and 
public-spirited men in the other legislative 
districts in the State, in order to secure co- 
operation in the desired reform. Opposition 
is to be expected from many lawyers, since 
the delays. and intricacies of litigation and 
technical advantages on the side of accused 
persons increase the epportunfties tor legal 
services and the excuse for large fees. But 
the sanctity of human life and the protection 
of individual property demand that society 
shall have at least equal protection with the 
criminals. If the lawyers will not agree to 
this the people should prevent them from 
controlling the law-making power.

“HYPOCRISY ON THE DECLINE.” 

It is cheering to be informed, “ officially,” 
by such a Staid and conservative guardian of 
the public morals as the London Spectator 
that hypocrisy is upon the decline, and that 
there are not nearly so many Seribes and 
Pharisees in the world as there used to be. 
We presume the writerof the article in ques- 
tions arrives at his decisions from observa- 
tions in England, but, as human nature is the 
same the world over, we may assume that 
this very disagreeable characteristic is dis- 
appearing here as well as there. This being 
the case, the grounds upon which the Specta- 
tor bases its arguments will be of interest. 

The first cause of the great change assigned 
by the Spectator is an increase in the gen- 
eral perception and coinprehension of varie- 
ties of character’ Ordinary people travel 
more than they did; see more, talk more, and 
read more, especially in fiction, Which widens 
their conceptions of character, and gives 


-them more real views of it in all its variety. 


In their former narrow grooves, they 
could not conceive that persons widely dit- 
fering from themselves in their views, their 
habits, and modes of life were not hypo- 
crits. They could not believe that they 
were sincere. The Spectator makes a good 
point, in the way of illustration, by citing the 
Quakers, Methodists, and some other sects. 
At one time the Quakers were universally re- 
garded asa parcel of hypocrits. It was be- 
lieved that under the garb of severity they 
concealed laxity of morals. The Spectator 
says: Much, perhaps most, of this change 
is due, of course, to the change of public 
feeling in regard to Quakerism itself, which 
is no longer eonsidéred ultra-heretical; but 
some of it arises from another cause,—a very 
curious and notable decline in the public 
readiness to suspect hypocrisy. A very few 
years ago, not half a century, this suspicion 
was by certain classes perpetually ex- 
pressed both publicly and in society, in every 
variety of form; and there is no reason to 
believe that it was only assumed, 
though it may have been purpose 
ly exaggerated in expression.” And again 
it says: A section of the public did really 
believe that every Catholie priest used the 
confessional for seduction, that every Dis 
senting minister was, either a drinker, a 
cheat, or a man practicing a poor profession 
for gain only, and that every ‘ professor,’ as 
the Evangelicals styled him, was a debauchee. 
Comfe literature, especially pictorial I1tera- 
ture, was almost based on those assumptions, 
which were so popular with the mob, that 
the ducking of a preacher or a ‘Methody’ 
struck them as being only a fair penalty for 
habitual lying and deceitfulness.“ This un- 
fairness of judgment joined with a certain 
degree of personal prejudice produced such 
characters as Stiggins and Chadband. The 
world laughed at them then, but it would 
hardly laugh now. It would be more likely 
to regard them as sincere, though it might 
heartily dislike them, since the world always 
dislikes extremes even in religion. Weare 
much more inclined to regard such people as 
fanatics than as hypocrits, and outside of 
their particular hobbies they are trusted as 


| mreh as the less vehement or radical. Doubt- 


less, afew years ago, Brother Meody would 
have been regarded as a hypocrit, but to-day, 
while there are many people who may differ 
with him, or even dislike his sectarian views 
and his manner of expressing them, no one 
questions his sincerity. The most inveterate 
opponent has confidence in him. Unques- 
tionably Mr. Ingersoll would not hesitate to 
trust his pocketbook with Brother Moody, 
and Brother Moody, though in his heart of 
hearts he believes that Mr. ye wa is going 
tothe “demnition bowwoyws,” would have 
no hesitancy in placing the lame confidence in 
the great atheist. As stated by the Spectator,

THE NATURE OF ‘“ MATTER.” 


Sm Soke — — 


Prof. William Crookes, of London, En- 
gland, is well known as a patient investi- 
gator of the nature of matter. He has been 
for years past studying the subject, as es- 
pecially experimenting on the most diffused 


conditions attainable, as a key to the long- 


dreamed-of “fourth form“; that is, a form 
of matter that is neither solid, liquid, nor 
gaseous. He has recently been attempting 
te explain his idea of the correlations of these 


states of material existence, but has really 
succeeded in throwing as littie light upon 
the topic as did the college freshman under 
examination: 5 5 


What is mind? No matter. 
What is matter? Never mind. 


Nevertheless the speculations of Prof. 
Crookes are of considerabie interest, if only 
in helping us to see how very little we know 
of that which is all around us and consti- 
tutes all that is tangible of ourselves. There 
is a logical method in the presentation of his 


views whieh commends them to the reason. 


Of course he takes it for granted that matter 
is made up of molecules, and concludes that 
the molecules are the whole of matter, 
though forming but a very small part of 
what iq usually called matter. They are 
sundered by spaces very widé in comparison 
with themselves, but that space is no more 
entitled to be called matter than the air 
traversed by a rifle-bullet has a right to be 
called lead. In solid matter the molecules 
move, but do not travel from one 
part to another; they retain a fixity 
of position about their centres of 
oscillation. The movement of the molecule 
is, however, large in proportion to its diam- 
eter. In liquids the force of cohesion is very 
much reduced; and the fixity of position of 
the centres of oscillation is destroyed. When 
artificially heated, the inter-molecular move- 
ments increase as the temperature rises, and 
at last (under sufficient heat) the cohesion is 
broken, the molecules flying off into space 
with enormous velocities. The “body” is 
now a gas. Its molecules fly about in every 
conceivable direction; they exert pressure in 
all directions; and would fly off into space 
were it not for the attraction of gravitation. 
Each molecule has millions of encounters 
with other molecules in each second of time; 
and the gaseous state is preéminently a 
state depending on collisions. By great 
rarefaction the free path of these fholecules is 
made so long that the “ hits” in a given time 
may be disregarded in comparison with the 
misses; in which case the average molecule 
is allowed to obey its Own’ motions’ or laws 
without interference. ‘The same condition 
may be obtained if by some extraneous force 
we can cause the molecules of a quantity of 
gas to make a methodical linear movement, 
avoiding the apparently disorderly jostling 
which seems to be the distinctive property 
of gas molecules. Such a methodical move 
ment has been induced in experiments with 
the radiometer; and such a motion has re- 


{ cently been made visible in the researches of 


Prof. Crookes on the negative discharge in 
vacuum tubes. When, by either of these 
means, the molecules of a gas cease to col- 
lide they pass into the fourth, or radiant 
form of matter. 

The widely different states of matter, from 
the lowest to the highest, are therefore only 
phenomena due to variations in the meve- 
ments of molecules, which themselves are 
almost inconceiVable’as entities. That is, 
the only true matter is intangible and invis- 
ible. We cannot even infer whether it be 
solid, liquid, or gaseous; in fact, great diffi- 
culties lie in the way of supposing it to be 
either of these. It is left to be inferred that 
matter is only a mode of motion; for we can 
searcely conceive of what would be left if 
motion should cease. At the absolute zero 
of temperature (about 460 degrees below the 
Fahrenheit zero) the intermolecular move- 
ment would stop; and, although something 
retaining the properties of weight and inertia 
would remain, matter, as we know it, would 
cease to exist. The quantity of space occu- 
pied by this residual something would prob- 
ably Be infinitesimd). Possibly all the mate- 
rial that composes our solar system of worlds 
would take up no more room than a billiard- 
ball.

I 
had occasion te write seme postal-cards, and 
sat at u table im the centre of the store te do 
it. One middle-aged Indian, of grave, even 
severe countenance, became an interested 
spectator, As my time was limited, I wrote 
as rapidly as posible. The Ute's eyes 
danced, and his countenance, usually impas- 
sive, betrayed his interest. But he merely 
grunted when I had finished, and never took 
his eyes off me during my stay there. He 
may have thought me an emissary from the 
Department of the Interior!

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OVERBOARD WITH A SHARK. 


Capt. David Lonmestreet’s Adventure 
with a Man- Eater. 


New York Sun. 

Capt. David L. Longstreet, of Seabright. 
N.J.,isafisherman. He isa very success- 
ful fisherman, too, and at this season fur- 
nishes the hotel boarders and cottagers 
of Seabright with choice bluefish and 
sea-bass. Although ‘hardly 2% years 
of age, Capt. Longstreet is above the 
medium hight, tanned to Indian-like 
brownneass, and a model of sinewy strength 
and activity. He is almost as much at hom 
in the water asin his stanch little sloop-ri 


ged seaskitl Selby, being an exeellent.swim- 


mer. Capt. Longstreet and his Mtred man 
hoist sail on the Selby at 4 o’clock every 
morning, when there is a wind, and make for 
the rocks three miles straight away off Sea- 
bright Beach, known to the fishermen as 
the middle ground. If a wind does not 
serve, Capt. Longstreet and his hired 
man raise an ashen breeze that soon puts 
them alongside of the rocks. In the cool, 
shaded waters, ten fathoms deep, about the 
rocks, bluefish and sea-Dasz disport, feeding 
eagerly upon the varieties of shell fish that 
make the rocks their home. Capt. Long- 
street knows every nook and pool in the 
rocks, and his boat rarely returns to the 
beach without a heavy lading. At the 
usual hour on Thursday morning, a fair 
land breeze serving, Capt. Longstreet 
made sail on the Selby and put off for the 
rocks. After the anchor was east the hired 
man chopped mossbunkers into fine pieces, 
and at dawn Capt. Longstreet began to scatter 
them astern. 

“Fishermen,” said Capt. Lohgstreet yester- 
day, call this making a slick,’ because the 
oil in the mossbunkers gives the water a 
greasy look. The bits of mossbunker float 

, making a long trail from the stern 
boat. With this trail blue- 
ean be brought from miles away. 
They run up the trail, — ＋⏑. bits 
of mossbunker wi they near the boat, and 
then they are lia swallow a hook baited 
with a tempting vit of mossbunker. We fish 
with/a stout line, the hook being fastened 
with’ several feet ot wire. There is no sinker 
on the line, and when the tide runs strong the 
baited hook keeps just a foot or two below 
the surface. When I thought I had made a 
long enough trail on Tuesday morning Icast 
my Jine and stood up in the boat to handle it 
spr¥ly. Well, [hauled in bitve-fish and sea-bass 
now and then until about 11 o’clock. Then 
1 noticed that the bites became rarer. I told 
my man to heave over more. moss-bunker, 
and he did. But that didn’t seem to do any 
good. I was puzzled. The day was fine, the 
sea was right, and the trail was strong. 
Suddenly I felt a r pull, and a splash 
told me that I had hooked a prime blue- 
fish. 1 began to haul it 10 leisurely. 
When it was within about fifteen 
feet of the boat, on the port side, it 
made a sudden plunge forward. At the same 
instant I saw the dorsal fin ofa shark close 
behind it. The shark’s tail churned the 
water twelve feet away, and I knew that the 
shark must be at least fifteen/feet long. 
Next, the head rose out of the water, and 
the great mouth, set with teeth like those of 
a log-saw, opened and shut in a vicious snap 
at the biue-fish. 

“A common shark has a shovel nose, and 
must, on aceount of the shortness of the 
under jaw, turn over on his bark to seize his 
prey. But the black shark, the ‘man-eater’ 
of southern latitude’, has a longer under 
jaw, and snaps at his victim as an ordinary

JONATHAN EDWARDS. 
FROM OLIVER WENDELL HOLMES’ ESSAY IN THE 
“INTERNATIONAL KEVIEW.” 

Of all the scholars and philosophers that 
America had produced before the beginning of 
the present century, two only had established a 
considerable and permanent reputation in the 
world of European thought,—Benjamin Frank- 
lin and Jonathan Edwards. No two individuals 
could well differ more in temperament, charac- 
ter, beliefs, and modes of life than did these two 
men, representing respectively intelleet. practi- 
cal and abstract. Edwards would have called 
Franklin an infidel, and turned “him over to the 
uncovenanted mercies, if, indeed, such were ad- 
mitted in bis program of the Divine administra- 
tion. Franklin would have called Edwards a 
fanatic, and tried the éffect of Poor Richard's” 


; common-sense on the major premises of his re- 


morseless syliogisms. 

In studying the characteristics of Edwards in 
bis life and writings, we find so much to remind 
us of Pascal thas, if wa believed jp the doctrine 

we could almost feel assured 
that the Catholic had come back to earth in the 
Calvinist. Both were of a delicate and nervous 
constitution, habitual invalids. Their features, 
itis true, have not so much in common. The 
portrait prefixed to Dwight’s edition ot Edwards’ 
works shows us a high forehead, a calm, steady 
eye, a small, rather prim mouth, with something 
about of the unmated and no longer youthful 
female. The medaliion of Pascal shows a head 
not large in the dome, but ample in the region 
of the brow, strongly marked features, a com- 
manding Roman nose, a square jaw, a question-

Man, since Adam's fall, is born in a state of 
moral inability,—a kind of spiritual hemiplegia. 
He is competent, as we have seen, to commit an 
infinit amount sin, but he cannot of himseif 
rform the least good action. He is hateful to 
is Maker, ex officio, as a human being. n 
wonder that Edwards uses hard words t 
such a being. This is a specimen from one of 
those sermons to which the long-suffering people 
of Northampton listened for twenty-four years: 
“You have never loved God, who is infinitiy 
glorious and lovely; and why then is God under 
vbligations to love you, who are all over de- 
formed and loathsome as a filthy worm, or rather 
a hateful viper?“ and on the Very next page he 
returns to his epithets and comparisons, paying 
his respects to his fellow-creatures in the fol- 
lowing words: “Seeing you thus disregard so 
great a God, is it a heinous th for God to 
slight you, a little wretched, despicable creature; 
a worm. a mere nothing and less than nothing; a 
vile insect that has risen up in contempt against 
the Majesty of Heaven and earth?’ e can 
hardly belp remarking just here that this kind 
of language will seem to most persons an un- 
wholesome rhetoric for a preacher to indulge 
in; not favorable to the sweetness of his own 
thoughts. and not unlikely to produce irritation 
in some of his more excitabie hearers. But he 
was led, as it will soon appear, into the use of 
expressions still more fitted to disturb the feel- 
ings of all persons of common sensibility. and 
especially of the fathers and mothers, who lis- 
tenedto him. Such was Edwards’ estimate of 
humanity. 
His opinion of the Devil is hardly more respect- 
ful than that which he entertains of man. 
“ Though the Devil is exceedingly crafty and 


„I Subtle,” he says,“ yet he is one of the greatest 
‘fools and bilockheads in the. world, as the 


subtiest of wicked men are.” But for 
all he was such a fool, he has played 
a very important part, Edwards thinks, in 
the great events of the world's history. He was 
ina dreadful. rage just before the flood. He 
brought about the peopling of America by lead- 
ing mien and women there so gs to get them out 
of the way of the Gospel. Thais he was, accord- 
ing to Edwards, the true Pilgrim Father of the 
New World. He himself had seen the Devil pre- 
vail against two revivals of religion in this 
country. The rsonal presence of the great 
enemy of mankind was as real to Edwards as the 
spectral demons in the woods about Gloucester, 
which the soldiers fired at but could not hit,were 
to Cotton Mather and his reverend corre- 
spondent. How the specialty of the archfiend 
differed from Edwards Justice is not per- 
fectly clear, except that one executes what the 
other orders. the Evil Angel finding pleasure in 
inflicting torture, and Justice attaining the 
end known to theologians as “ satisfaction” in 
seeing it inflicted. And as Edwards couples his 
supreme principle with an epithet correspond- 
ing to a well-known human passion,—speaking 
of it as “ revenging justice.“ -e can have some 
idea of what satisfaction means in the light 
of the common saying that revenge is sweet; 
but the explanation does not leave the soul in 
seraphic harmony with the music of the spheres 
or the keynote of its own being. 

The full title of the work on which Edwards’ 
reputation as a thinker mainly rests is. A care- 
fui and strict Inquiry iftto the modern prevail- 
ing notions of that Freedom of the Will which is 
supposed to be essential to moral agency, 
virtue and vice, reward and punishment, praise 
and hlame.“ 

Edwards thinks it necessary to meet those 
who object to reasonings like his that they run 
“into nice scholastic distinctions and abstruse 
metaphysical subtieties, and set these in opposi- 
tion to common-sense.”” But an essay which 
Robert Hall read and reread with intense inter- 
est before he was nine years old must have a 
good deal in it which comes within the compass 
of moderate understandings. The truth is, his 
argument, unfolded with infinit patience aud 
admirable ingenuity, is nothing but a careful 
evolution of the impossibilities involved in the 
idea of that old scholastic thesis best known in 
the ular form of the puzzle called in learned 
books laue de Buridan, and in common speech 
“the ass between two bundles of hay.“ —0r. as 
Leibnitz has it, between two pastures. The ob- 
ject of Edwards was to prove that such a state 
of equilibrium, supposed by his Arminian oppo- 
— to be 1 — to account for human 

reedom and responsibility, does not and cannot 
exist. Leibnitz already denied its possibili- 
ty without an express act of the Creator. 

The reader of this celebrated treatise may well 
admire the sleuth-hound-like sagacity and te- 
nacity with which the keen-scented reasoncr 
follows the devious tracks of his adversaries; 
— he can hardly help feeling that a vast num- 

r of words have been expended in proving over 
and over agein a : which, ae put Ly 
the t logician, is self-oyident. In fact, Ed- 
wa has more than once stated his OWn argu- 
ment with a contemptuous brevity, as it he felt 
that he had been ing out in farthings what 
he could easily hand out in the form of a shill- 

. Here is one of his condensed statements: 

* Thereis no high degree of retinement and ab- 
truse speculation in determining that a thing is 
not before it is, and so cannot be the cause of 
itself; or that the first act of free choice has not 
another act of free choice going before that to 
excite or direct it; or in determining that no 
choice can made while the mind re- 
mains in a state of absolute indifference; 
that preference and equilibrium never coexist; 
and that therefore no choice is made in a state 
of liberty consisting in indifference; and that so 
far as the Will is determined by motives, ex- 
hibiting and operating previous to the act of the 
Will, so far it is not degermined by the act of the 
Will itself; that nothitig can begin to be, which 
before was not, without a cause, or some ante- 
cedent ground or reason why it then begins to 
be; that effects depend on their causes, and are 
connected with em; that virtue is not the 
worse, nor sin the better, for the strength of in- 
clination with which it is practiced, and the di- 
culty which thence arises of doing otherwise; 
that when it is already infallibly known that the 
thing will be, it is not contingent whether it will 
ever be or no; or that it can be truly said, not- 
withstanding, that it is not necessary it should 
be, but it either may be, or may not be.” 4 

Tais subject of the freedom of the will is one 
which we can hardly touch without becoming 
absorbed in its contemplation. We are all ex- 
perts in the matter of volition. We may have 
read much or little; we may have made it a 
special subject of thought or not; each of us 
bas at any rate been using his will during every 
waking hour of his life,and must have some 

ractical acquaintance with its working within 

im. 

The drift of Edwards’ argument is to show 
that, though we are free to follow our will, we 
are not free to form an act of volition, but that 
this of necessity obeys the strongest motive. As 
the natural man—that is, every man since the 
fail of Adami—is corrupt in all bis tendencies, it 
follows that his motives, and gyn — his 
moral volitions, are all evil until changed by 

race, which is a free gift to such as are elected 

rom eternity according to God's good pleasure. 
“The doctrine of a seif-determining will as the 
ground of ali moral good and evil tends to pre- 
vent any proper exepeises of faith in God and 
Christ in the affair of our salvation, as it tends 
to prevent all dependence upon them.“ 

In spite of any general assertions of Edwards 
to the contrary, we find our wills tied up hand 
and foot in the logical propositions which he 
knots inextricably about them; and yet, when 
we lay down the book, we feel as if there was 
something left free after all. We can- 
not help sa E pur si We 
are dispos settle the matter as 
magisterially as Dr. Johnson did. Sir.“ said 
ne, we know our will is free, and Mere 's an end 
ont.“ 

Not so certainly do we know this, perhaps, as 
the great dogmatist affirms. “A wooden top,” 
says Hobbes, that is lashed by the boys, and 
runs about, sometimes to one wall, sometimes to 
another, sometimes spinning, sometimes hitting 
men on the shins, if it were sensible of its own 
motion would think it proceeded from its own 
will, unless it felt what lashed it. And is a man 
any wiser when he runs to one place fora 
benefice, to another for a bargain, and troubles 
the world with writing errors and requiring 
answers, because he thinks he does it without 
other cause than his own will, and seeth not 
what are the lashings that cause that will? 
And in the same way Leibnitz speaks of the 
magnetic needle: if it took pleasure in turning 
to the north, it would suppose itself to be acting 
independently, not knowing anything of the

A chief ground of complaint against Edwards 
is his use of language with reference to the 
future of mankind which shocks the sensibili- 

ties of a later generatiou. There is no need of 
going into all the plans and machinery of his 
nferno, as displayed in his sermons. We can 
endure much in the’ medieval verse of Dante 
which we cannot listen to in the comparatively 
raw @nd recent prose of Edwards. Mr. u 
Mo speaks in one of his essays of the - 
rors of what is perhaps the most frighWul 
idea that has ever corroded human chr 
acter,—the idea of eternal punisb- 
ment.“ Edwards 
these horrors into the souls of men. A new or- 
nic and a new inorganicchemistry are brought 
nto the laboratory where“ the bulk of mankind” 
have been conveyed for vivisection or vivicom- 
bustion. The body is to possess the most ex- 
uisit sensibilities,’ is to be pervaded in every 
tibre and particle by the fire, and the fire is to be 
such that our limeé-kilns and iron-furnaces 
would be refrigerators in comparison with the 
mildest of the torture-chambers. Here the 
great majority of mankind are to pass the days 
and nights, if such terms are applicable to it, of 
a sleepiess eternity. And all this apparatus of 
torture in full operation for “four thousand 
* none of its victims warned of it or know- 
ng anything about it untilthe “good news” 
came which brought life and immortality to 
light,—an immortality of misery to the bulk of 
mankind ""! 

But Edwards can be partially excused for do- 
ing violence to human feel It is better, 
perhaps, to confess that be was an tor and 
a generous borrower than to allo im the 
credit of originality at the expense of his better 
buman at utes. Very good men are some- 
times very forgetful. 

Something of the mild surprise which honest 
old Dr. Jenks experienced when he found the 

roperty of Matthew Henry on the person of 

homas Scott may be felt by scrupulous indi- 
viduals at recognizing a large part of the awful 
language, with the use of which Edwards is often 
reproached, asthe property of Thomas Boston. 
There is no mistaking the identity of many of 
these expressions and images. Some besides 
the Scriptural ones may have been borrowed 
by both writers from a common source, but 
there is a considerble number which confess 
their parentage in the most unequivocal way. 
The ument for intinit punishment is the 
same; the flery furnace the same; the hair sus- 
pending a living soul over it the same; reptiles 
and other odious images belong to both alike; 
infinit duration is described in simUar language: 
the natural affections no longer exist: the 
mother will not pity the daughter in these 
flames, says Boston; parents, says Edwards, will 
sing hallelujahs as they see their children driven 
into the flames where they are to lie * roasting’”’ 
(Edwards) and “roaring” (Boston) forever. 
This last word, it may be remarked, has an ill 
sound on the lips of a theologian; it looks as if 
he were getting out of the reach of human sym- 

athies. It sounds very harshly when Cotton 

ather says of a poor creature who was acci- 
dentally burned to death,—being, it seems, a 
little in liquor at the time, poor soul!—that she 
“went roaring out of one fire into another.“ 

Such were some of the beliefs of the great 
divine who stamped his personality and his 
doctrines on the New England theology of the 
last eentury. The story of his eutward life is 
u short and melancholy one. In Ir he was 
settled at Northampton as the colleague of his 
grandfather, the venerable Solomon Stoddard, 
who died in 1728. Two great revivais of religion 
happened me ie | his ministry. Of both these he 
has left printed accounts. The work entitled 
“Thoughts on the Revival of Religion in New 
Englund in 1740" is spoken of as having been, 
from the time of its first publication, to a very 

tent the commo bax, book of evan- 
, on the subject of whicn It treats. 
in bis account reminds 
one of the religious freuzies which seized upon 
multitudes in the Middle Ages. There are pages 
which look like the account of an epiaemic, and 
ges as startling as one may read in 
Defoe's description of the Plague of Lon- 
don. Faintings, convulsions, utter prostra- 
tion, trances, visions like those of delirium 
tremens, were common oovurrences, 
Children went home from the religious meetings 
crying aloud threugh the streets. Some lost 
their reason; not cnough, Edwards says, to 
cause alarm, unless we are disposed to gather 
up ali we can to darken the work and set it forth 
in frightful colora. But he perhaps goes rather 
too far in saying so much as this: We cannot 
determine how greata calamity distraction ia, 
considered with all its consequences, and ul? that 
might have been consequentif the distraction 
not happened; nor indeed whether, thus 
considered, it be any calamity at all, or whether 
it de not a mercy, by preventing some great sin.“ 
ete. One cannot heip questioning whether a 
sense of the ludicrous did not relax his features 
us he wrote this last sentence. 

While the work was atits hight a poor man, 
overwhelmed with melancholy, made an attempt 
to cut his throat. Then a gentieman of good 
standing, who had been greatly concerned about 
the state of his soul, but who“ durst entertain 
no hope concerning his own good estate,“ suc- 
ceeded in taking his life in that way. “ After 
this, multitudes in this and other towns seemed 
to have it strongly suggested to them and 
pressed upon them to do as this person had 
done.“ And pious persons, who had no special 
darkness or doubt about the goodness of their 
state, had iturged upon them asif somebody 
had spoken to them, Cut your own throat! 
Now is a good opportunity. Now! Now!“ 

With all his powers, his virtues, his eloquence, 
it must have been more than people could do 
to stand being called“ vile insects,” “ filthy 
worms,” “ firebrands of Hell,” and other such 
bard names: But what must have been the feel- 
ing of Northampton mothers when they read 
what Edwards said about their darlings! It 
seems that there had been complaints against 
some preachers for frightening poor innocent 
children, as he says, with talk of hell-fire and 
eternal damnation. But if those who complain 
really believe what they profess to, they show, 
we think, a great deal of weakness and incon- 
sideration. Then follow the words which the 
writer once quoted on a public occasion, which 
use of them brought him a letter from a much- 
respected orthodox clergyman, asking where 
they could be found. It is not strauge that he 
asked, for he might have looked in vain for 
them in the ten- volume edition of Edwards’ 
works, published under the editorshipof his own 
predecessor, grandson of Edwards, the Rev. 
Sereno E. Dwight, or the English reprint of that 
edition. But the editor of the edition of the 
work on Revivais, published in New York in 
Ia, did not think it necessary, perhaps honest, 
to omit the passage, and this is the way it reads: 

As innocent as children seem to be to us, yet, 
if they are out of Christ, they are not so in God's 
sight, but are young yipers, and are infinitly 
more hateful than vipers, and are in a most 
miserable condition, as well as grown persons; 
and they are naturally very senseless and stupid, 
being born as the wild ass’ coll, and need much 
to awaken them.“ 

Is it possible that Edwards read the text 
mothers love so well, “Suffer tittle vipers to 
come unto me, and forbid them not, for of such 
is the Kingdom of God? 

The truth is, Edwards belonged in Scotland, to 
which he owed so much, and not to New Engiand. 
And the best thing that could have happened, if 
it had happened early enough, both for him and 
for his people, was what did happen after a few 
years of residence at Stockbridge, where he 
went after leaving Northampton,—namely, his 
transfer to the Presidency of the college at 
Princeton, N. J., where the Scotch theological 
thistle has always tlourished, native or imported, 
—a stately flower at ae fewer prickles 
and livelier bloom than inthe days of Thomas 
Boston, the Ettrick shepherd of old. Here he 
died before assuming the duties of his office; 


died in faith and hope,—hope for himseif, at any 


rate, ps, as we shall see, witb less despair- 
ing views for the future of bis fellow-creatures 
than his printed works have shown us. 

Edwards’ system seems, in the light of to-day, 
to the last degree barbaric, mechanical, ma- 
terialistic, pessimistic.

The Taber- 
nacle was not overflowing, nor were they in con- 
tact with others. I was astonished, and am yet.“

_ PERSECUTION OF WHITTAKER 


Some Plain and Pointed Talk. 
Dr. Holland in Scribner for Juin. 

There are certain qualities and characteristics 
which always distinguish the gentieman. He is 
always kindly in spirit, courteous in manner, 
and galiantin the defense of the weak, and es- 
pecially of those—whether men or women—who 
bave no power to defénd themselves.

Great surprise has 
been manifested among people in different parts 
of the country that a system of offensive and 
persistent discoutſesy has been practiced toward 
the cadet Whittaker at West Point on account of 
the fact that he had a tincture of African blood 
in his veins.

Treatment as had been bestowed upon Whittaker 
would be impossibie there.

The Commencement concert of the Hershey 
School of Musical Art, which took place on Fri- 
day evening last, was an event of unusual im- 
portance, and marked an era in the progress of 
musical education in this city, inasmuch as two 
original compositions were brought out by grad- 
uates of this institution. The first was a 
sacred cantata, written on the verses 
of the list Psalm, for chorus and four 
solo voices, with organ accompaniment, by 
Philo A. Otis, who has been for the past four 
years a pupil of Mr. H. Clarence Eddy. The sec- 
ond work isa secular cantata, entitled Dorn- 
réschen,” or Little Rosebud,” adapted from 
the German legend of the “Sleeping Beauty.” 
This is scored for solo voices and chorus, with 
orchestral accompaniment, by John A. West, 
who has studied with Mr. Frederic Grant Gleason 
for about three years. Each work was conducted 
by its own composer. 

Mr. Otis’ cantata opens with a chorus of ladies’ 
voices, which is preceded by an introduction of 
twenty-four measures in three-quarter rhythm. 
This is followed, after a short interlude and a 
change of rhyfhm, by a positive and charactcr- 
istic theme given out by the bassos. This is 
worked out in imitative style, and a climax is 
reached by full, massive chords, which is re- 
markabiy effective. By a clever management 
of the movement, the three-quarter rh is 
again taken up without disturbing the m ic 
form, and the theme of the first part is treated 
for mixed voices in a most pleasing manner. 
The second number, a contralto solo, was sung 
by Mrs. Oliyer K. Johnson with great breadth of 
style and beauty of expression. It begins quasi 
recitativo, and introduces a numberof charming 
bits of melodie and harmonie effects. The 
principal theme of this number is given 
to the words, “Behold, He that’ keepeth 
thee shall neither slumber nor sleep. It is a 
high type of melody, and the accompaniment is 
admirably adapted. The design is orchestral, 
and the biending of the flute, reed, and string 
qualities was successfully given by the organ. 
Taken altogether, this is one of the most beauti- 
ful. numbers of the cantata. The third number 
commerces in a vigorous and brilliant manner, 
the words of the chorus being: The Lord is 
thy keeper, the Lord is thy shade at thy right 
hand. He will not suffer thy foot to be moved.” 
This was brought out with great animation; but 
the splendid climax which was reached on the 
words The sun shall not smite thee by Gay.“ 
was thrilling, and showed that the composer was 
master of his subject and of the means of ex- 
pression. A fine contrast was given on the 
words, Nor the moon by night.” where every- 
thing was subdued and peaceful.

The counterpoint is smooth and flowing, 1 
the modulations well defined. The effect of 
choral,which appears as an episode, is peculiarly 
pleasing. accompaniment to this is an ex- 
position of the fugue theme, and to those who 
could distinguish the inner workings this was 
probabiy the most fascinating feature of the 
whole cantata. The work is brought to a hiehly 
satisfactory close with the full powers of the 
chorus and organ. Mr. Otis is to be congratu- 
lated on producing a work of this magnitude, 
and of such sterling qualities. His abilities as 
a conductor are also to be commended. He 
possesses a large degree of personal 
and the grace with which he wielded the baton 
showed that be is unusually talented in this 
direction. 

THE CANTATA OF “ DORNROSCHEN,” 
or the Sleeping Beauty,” is a setting of the 
beautiful German myth of that name.

FINANCE AND TRADE. 
A Brief Review of the Half-Year. 
Boston Advertiser, July 2. 

The close of the haif-year is a suitable occa- 
sion for a brief review of the -financial and 
commercial events, and for aforecastof what 
may be expected in the near future. The year 
1880. began during a period of remarkable and 
brilliant business activity and promise. During 
the six months that have since elapsed the coun- 
try has passed through a season of sharp reac- 
tion in all departments of business; but the re- 
action now seems tohave spent itself, anda 
seasonof vigorous recovery has setin.

A STUDY IN FIRE-INSURANCE NECROLOGY. 

The New York Bidietin gives it readers the 
results of a somewhat careful study which it has 
made, with the assistance of the Insurance De- 
partments of the several States, into the mor- 
tality among fire-insurance companies. Glimpses 
of the ruin wrought among these companies are 
obtained in the figures of the New York Depart- 
ment, which show that, of 107 New York fire 
companies active in 1865, forty-three have dis- 


‘appeared, and of thirty-eight other companies 


organized in the interim twenty-one have with- 
drawn; and in the figures of the Massachusetts 
Department, which show that only seventy-two 
companies remain of the 199 companies of all 
kinds chartered in the State during the last 
hundred years. A more extended survey reveals 
a similar condition of things. Taking in only 
the brief period of ten years, the Bulletin made 
inquiries of the several State Insurance Depart- 
ments as to the withdrawais from business of | 
local joint stock fire companies, ae mu- 
tual companies, since Jan. 1, 1870. “he figures 
obtained represent twenty-six Sta ve, and show 
that during ten years the withdrawals from 
business have reached the large number of 300 
8 with assets aggregating about $87,- 
000,000.

One-third of these companies, just 100, were 
ruined by the great Chicago and Boston fires of 
1871 and 1872. The withdrawal of most of the 
other companies is not to be explained by any 
exceptional disaster, but by the futile attempt 
to do business on an unprofitable basis. One 
result of the long-continued business de- 
pression has been a large curtailment in the 
amount of insurance carried. With this 
diminished volume of business the companies 
have had only three alternatives to choose 
from,—to reduce their expenses to aceord with 
the reduced income, to ruise the rates, or 
to withdraw. To a certain extent an en- 
deavor to accomplish the first result has been 
made. Expenses have been reduced, and some 
ot the ornamental accompaniments of the busi- 
ness have been dispensed with; but with 
the younger and weaker companies 
the expense account has continued 
heavier: than the income account could 
carry. Competition and an utter failure to ar- 
rive atand maintain an agreement have kept 
the companies from raising their rates; and the 
strife for such business as remained has been so 
sharp that,with losses already eating into reserve 
funds, more business has been struggied for at 
rates so low as to insure fresn loss. ence, one 
by one, the companies have withdrawn from 
their losing enterprise, making such arrange- 
ments as circumstances permitted, and their 
stockholders have adgjed to their store of experi- 
ence at the cost some shrinkage in their 
capitei.

The Women’s Physiological Society. 


To the Editor of The CVhicago Tribune, 
CHIC, July 2.—Several local notices have 
appeared in Tag TRIBUNE from time to time for 
several weeks past from which the public have 
been able to glean the idea that an effort was 
being made to effect an organization of some 


sort under the name above indicated. 

A similar organization exists in other large 
cities, organized for the similar purpose—name- 

: of educating women in the laws of life and 
heaith, and to inspire in them a desire for scien- 
tific research in the directions of physivlogy and 
biology. The Physiological Institute of Boston 
is the oldest incorporated society of women in this 
country, and probably in the world, having been 
organized in 1448, sinee which time it has con- 
tinued its work without a break over a period of 
thirty-two years. At the time of its organiza- 
tion the sentiment of society was so exceed- 
ingly conservative inthe direction of such si- 
entific investigation for woman that it was 
hardly considered respectable to even attend its 
meetings. Now, however, it has an average 
membership of about 500 of Boston's best women! 
A Chicago society has now become a fixed fact. 
Three preliminary meetings have already been 
held, with a good attendance of leading women 
of the city, and the character of the work al- 
ready done at these meetings clearly indicates 
the earnestness of purpose of those engaged in 
it, althouch the amount accomplished may seem 
very little. A’ constitution and by-laws bave 
been adopted after careful study and considera- 
tion of every point, and next Wednesday after- 
noon at3 o'clock, at Athenzwum Hall, the con- 
stitution and by-laws will be presented as a 
whole, and memberships solicited. Members 
will then be received on payment of $1 and 
signing the constitution, after which the perma- 
nent officers anda Board of nine Directors will 
be elected by ballot. 

Wo are expected to become members of 
this Society?” ll philanthtopic women; all 
who are interested in the advancement of a 
knowledge of the laws of life and health among 
women.

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THE VICTORY AT DOLLYMOUNT, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

CMA, July 8--The recent victory of 
the American at Dollymount is an 
event of deeper significance than is at first 
sight apparent, and its full purport can only 
be comprehended by reference to long-past 
periods of history. 

The skill of the old English archers is one 
of many historical facts which everybody 
recognizes as a general proposition, but very 
few people at this day have any realizing 
sense of the power they wielded. 

We know, generally, that many of the 
hardest-fought. battles of those days were 
won by the power and skill with which they 
plied the bow, but comparatively few people 
are aware how important a part that weapon 
has playedin England’s history, or to what 
an extent its use was encouraged and en- 
foreed upon the people. 

For a period of 50 years after the battle of 
Hastings, which was fought on the i4th of 
October, 1066, the archers of England con- 
stituted a national guard, whose skill and 
efficiency was acknowledged and, feared 
throughout Euro god the most Vigilant 
care was exerci y the Government to 
maintain the supremacy they had acquired. 
Every able-bodied man between the ages of 
17 and 60 was obliged to have a bow of his 


own length and a Certain number of arrows, 
to mally in shooting at the

ery effort was used to y and ex- 
eite an Interest in the attainment of an art on 
which the power and even the very existence 
of 2 — was felt to be largely depend- 


ent. 

With the invention of gunpowder, the pro- 
jectile force of which is entirely independent 
of the shooter, while the weapons in which it 
was first afforded little scope for the ex- 
ercise of individual skill, the archery meet- 
ings and prize shootings fell into disuse ex- 
cept as a mere sport, and the common soldier 
became a mere hirel armed —— 
a weapon possessed of no responsive 

wer to the exertion of _ skill 

n its use, which should inspire a feeling of 

reliance amounting almost to affection on 
the 3 of its owner, dut whose execution 
could only be estimated in the aggregate, 
and, of course, afforded no evidence of pow- 
er or skill on the part of the individual, 

The improvements which have been made 
in our own day, however, in the construc- 
tion of the rifle, have wroughta revolution in 
the use of arms, and awakened a popular 
spirit hardly inferior to that of thie days of 
archery, with the substitution of a weapon 
whose amazing power and efficiency consti- 
tute such an arm as has never before been 
wielded in the contests between might and 
right which comprise so large a portion of 
the world’s history. 

Two hundred thousand volunteers en- 
rolled themselves in rifle clubs in Engl 
and shooting-matches were inaugura 
— ge the Kingdom, sustained and ani- 
ma by the presence and participation of 
Royalty and nebility, and the distribution of 
costly prices., The ancient spirit of the peo- 
ple seemed to dave lost none of the vigor it 
possessed in the days of cloth yard shafts. 

Nearly ch ears elapsed before the in- 
fection reached this country, notwithstand 
the repeated efforts to introduce it whic 
were made by individuals who appreciated 
the importance of encouraging a taste for 
the skiliful use of arms. At length a club 
was organized began practice, at Creed- 
moor, and in less than two years from the 
time of its formation accepted the challenge 
ot the National Association of Great Britain 
to send a delegation England to. shoot a 
match at Wimbledon. No one who was 
familiar with the history of*rifle-shooting in 
the two countries im ed it possible that

naled a bull'seye, and assured 
world that Americans had won the day 
with American breech-loading rifles, it 
seemed so incredible that most ple were 
inclined to look upon it as a lucky accident. 
Of course, the Englishmen were too plucky 
to yield the field for a single defeat, and the 
next year they sent a select body of marks- 
men to New York to compete with our men 
at Creedmoor, hoping to retrieve their repu- 
tation. But again they were defeated and 
obliged to réturn without the prizes they had 
ho to secure. The Americans have since 
lield their ground in several matches of less 
importance, and finally were again chal- 
naps to a grand trial at Dollymount, near 
Dublin. 

The Kingdom was raked for the best marks- 
men, and they were subjected to the most 
rigid training. American arms were pro- 
cured for English gunsmiths to inspect and 
improve upon. If any effort were wanting 
to insure success it was slmply because noth- 
ing more could be thought of. And thé 
result is another triumph for the Americans. 
A close contest it is true, but for that very 
reason all the more conclusive as an evi- 
dence that the utmost efforts of all Eugland 
can no more close up that little gan, than the 
utmost efforts of all the rest of Europe could 
defeat the English archers eight hundred 
vedrs ago, and he must have read history
